“THE STRIKES.” 


For more that a week past the Newcastle workmen 
have been proclaiming the approach of a strike of the 
entire industry of the engineers’ shops; and most of 
them had left their employment on the Friday pre- 
ceding Whit Monday. Their demand was for the 
substitution of nine hours’ for ten hours’ work per 
day, at the present rate of wages; and their mode of 
proceeding was first to take up an antagonistic atti- 
tnde and then to blame the tasters for not being 
willing to consult and to conciliate by offering to 
meet them for discussion. This wis the course 
adopted by the majority of those who, coming under 
the influence of the more violent advocates of the sort 
of trade unionism that numbers strikes among its 
Means of support, were unwilling to listen to any 
arguments which could be offered agaitist their đe- 
mands. As far as we have learnt, only two large 
bodies of workmen have had the good sense to see 
that to strike first and discuss afterwards is to avow 
an unreasonable antagonism—to set up a quarrel be- 
tween capital and labour, each of which is absolutely 
necessary to the beneficial use, if not to the very 
existence, of the other. On Saturday night about 
10,000 men and boys were without employment—led 
either by the excitement of a general disturbing 
element, or Yielding to thé influence of professed 
agitators. We say this deliberately; because at 
Newcastle, as elsewhere, there are artful men who 
contrive to live on the pence, the twopences, the 
shillings subscribed hy their fellows in times of excite- 
ment; and when once the workmen come to be 
convinced that a strike is the worst argument 
as it is certainly the worst remedy in the world, and 
begin to believo in the real unity of master and work-

pected that a firm with that style and title would be 
in accord with the reasonable wishes and in sympathy 
with the needs of working men, and there is no reason 
to believe that such an expectation is unfounded. 
The men themselves acknowledge that the present 
directing partner of the firm, Mr. С. R. Stephenson, 
has always been ready to listen to their representa- 
tions and to concede to steh demands as would be 
fair and јсв to both sides alike, A friendly mutual 
confidence has characterised the relation of employers 
and workpeople in that factory, and tho result has 
been seen in the attitude of the men during the early 
period of the present strike. Mi Stephenson had 
always been es much opposed #9 combinations of 
masters as to combinations of theit employés, and 
seems to have relied on the good sense of the work- 


people. Instead of joining the strike they sent up а 


deputation to the manager of the Works to represent 
the general demand for nine hours’ instead of ten 
hours’ work per day, and qnietly left the question for 
that consideration which they had reason to know it 
would receive, Instead. of declining discussion, 
therefore, Mr. Stephenson was able, in a firm, but 
kindly, reasonable, and always conciliatory letter, to 
make known to them the circumstances that must 


. inevitably prevent the adoption of the ** nine hours’ 


movement," The arguments are not elaborate; in 
fact, they conrist less of a series of arguments than 
of a few simple statements, in themselves irrefutable. 
They may be both represented in the two general 
reminders that to reduce the time of work by one 
hour out of ten would be in effect so to reduce the 
profits on working and on the great outlay now 
demanded for the p of improved tools and 
machinery as to leavé business comparatively 
unremunerative, - 

It is obvious that the vast plant of а great manu- 
factory reprosents an investment of capital for which 
reasonable interest must be obtained, or those who 
во invest will know how to employ their money to 
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greater adVantage. The payment of several hundred 
inen as much for ите hours’ ав for ten hours’ work 
does not even approximately represent the loss that 
would be inflicted by yielding to the demand, to 
enforce which thousands of people have left employ- 
ment, and a great multitude of women and children 
are in danger of a long period of dire distress. The 
only way of calculating a profit on the money in- 
vested in machinery is to set down an average time 
per day during which that machinery shall be at 
work to repay a fair interest on the outlay by the 
profits on production. Direétly the men strike the 
whole system is out of gear; but it would 
also be out of gear if they persisted in reducing 
the working time, and therefore the profit on the 
entire production by one tenth, at the same time 
decreasing the interest on the sunk capital of the 
plant. Of course, it is the man plus the machine by 
whom the work is done, The labour of the machine 
во far exceeds that of the man that the enforced 
idleness of the one is а far more disastrous thing (ав 
far as the mere question of loss is concerned) than 
the voluntary idleness of the other. The idleness of 
the men produces another set of calamities, affecting 
not only the employers, but the men themselves, 
their wives and children, and, indeed, the inhabitants 
of the entire district. і ; 

What may be the end of those calamities wil 
depend upon the length of time during which th: 
operatives are mis'ed by the fallacy that “ to strike" 
is to succeed. It is impossible to succeed agains’ 
the inevitable laws of political economy ; and to make 
demands which cannot be granted, by assuming av 
attitude defiant of even possible compromise, is no: 
alone impolitic, but suicidal, , There is no use ір 
defying established principles. All we have to 
do is to discover them, and act upon them; 
and it will then be well with us. What was 
the consequence of the persistent strike of the 
Thames shipbuilders but to send the work away 
from an entire district, and out of London altogether, 
to & place where the facilities seem to be greater and 
the men are less unreasonable. The men of Poplar 
and Limehouse refused to listen to reason, and though 
during the great distréss some shipbuiiders laid down 
keels and offered to lay down more for the purpose 
of finding employment, though there would be little 
or no profit for themselves, the ‘‘agitators’’ and 
"heir followers had the best of it, We all know what 
that best was—idleness, want, misery, and а vanished 
trade. It may be the same anywhere. Веви 
engine factories have advantages quite equal to 
English ones, Already foreign contracts are fewer 
in England every year; and it is a mistake to sup-

Men and women 
look and clap their hands, jeering at them, shaking 
their fists in their faces, spitting on them, and calling 
on the soldiers to shoot them on the spot, or to wait 
until they bring boiling water to scald them, About 
twenty women were being hurried along by the 
soldiers ; one nearly seventy years old could not get 
on fast enough, and she fell down. They picked her 
up, but being unable to get on, and falling again, 
they shot her on the ground. I saw her body carried 
along the street, the blood streaming from it, The 
effect of all this is very brutalising, and for the last 
few days no one’s life in Paris has been worth an 
hour’s purchase,” 5 ё:

THE MURDER Ор MONSEIGNEUR DARBOY. 


Full particulars of this tragic affair are supplied by 
two eye-wituesses, prisoners themselves, whose escape 
from the fate of the other “hostages” seems little 
less than miraculous. On Wednesday, May 24, at 
half-past seven in the evening, the governor of La 
Roquette prison, one Lefrancais, who had qualified 
for the post by a sojourn of six years at the hulks, 
entered that part of the gaol where the hostages 
were confined at the head of fifty National Guards. 
The cells were then opened, and the Archbishop, 
President Bonjean, Abbé Allard, Pére du Coudray, 
Pére Clerc, and Abbé Deguerry, were called out and 
led to the broad, cireular road that divides the build- 
ing from the outer walls of the prison. On their 
way they had to pass between a double line of 
National Guards, who heaped upon them 
threats and insults of the coarsest kind. Accom- 
panied by the clamour and hootings of these 
wretches the prisoners were taken to a courtyard 
close to the sick ward of the prison, where a firing 

ty had been stationed beforehand. Monseigneur

of forgiveness aud compassion to his executioners; 
and two of them actually knelt before him and im 
plored his pardon; but the others rushed at them, 
and kicked and cuffed them, and began insulting the 
prisoners so fearfully that their commander himself 
was shocked at it. The prisoners were shot one at a 
time. The first was Pére Allard, then Monseigneur

In the German Parliament, on Saturday, the bill 
for the incorporation of Alsace was finally adopted. 
It is now provided that the dictatorial power shall 
last till Jan. 1, 1873; but Prince Bismarck, who said 
that the Government would be able to deal more 
tenderly than Parliament with local and vested in- 
terests, remarked that even before 1873 he m'ght be 
in a position to propose the admission of the Alsa- 
tians into the Federal Council, and the granting to 
them of their share in the Parliamentary legislation.

The Prussian correspondent of the Times, 
Berlin, says:— 

MILITARY AND MUNICIPAL PREPARATIONS 


for the entry of the army into Berlin are in full 
progress. The troops detailed for the triumphal 
procession, on 


at 


JUNE 16, 

are the Prussian Guards, some southern detachments, 
aud five men out of every regiment that has taken 
part in the campaign. The troops will be quartered 
in the towns and villages near Berlin, and make their 
first appearance in the capital only on the festal day. 
At their head the Emperor will have the satisfaction 
of passing the gate and riding down the Via Trium- 
phalis, to be constructed in honour of the occasion. 
Allthe way, from the Templehof Feld to the palace 
they will pass between two rows of cannon taken from 
the enemy, and varied here and there by gigantictro- 
phies, composed of gun-barrels and flags. Nolessthan 
2000 pieces have been placed at the disposal of the 
municipal authorities for tliis purpose. A perfect 
forest of French standards and eagles will preeede the 
victorious army, in addition to which many of the 
enemy's colours will be carried before the regiments 
which have taken them. At the Brandenburg gate, 
with its famous res the Emperor and the return- 
ing warriors will be received by civic deputations, 
and—more Germanico—by one hundred young ladies 
in white, strewing flowers and distributing laurel 
wreaths. Within the gate in the Pariser Platz—&o 
called after the first ca of Paris in 1813— plat- 
forms will be erected for the accommodation of no 
less than 13,600 persons. Other forms are te be 
placed in the Ascanische P. in the Waterloo 
Quay, and in divers localities. t intentions 
are adhered to, the equestrian statue of his Majesty's 
father will be inaugurated om June 17, the day 
after the entry, the 18th being set apart for the 
thanksgiving in the churches.

With the increase of knowledge and 
civilisation, however, people will learn to value. 
economy. Рип ее is also of opinion that infanti- 
cide has no connectiou with marriage expenditure. 
There is, he says, a tribe among the Raj poots, called 
Bais, among whom there is no extravagance in mar- 
riages; but the custom of infanticide prevails among 
them to a great extent. Even rich men among them, 
who can easily spend a lakh of rupees on the mar- 
riage of their daughters, practise infanticide. The 
Rajpoots iu general are fierce and ignorant, and they 
kill their infant daughters not for any fear of heavy 
expenditures in their marriages, but from a vain pride 
of not liking to be called sasoor or sala of others. 
The custom of extravagant expenses in marriage 

revails to a considerable extent among the Kanojia 
Brahmins, who are sometimes ruined in the marriages 
of their daughters; nay, girls among them some- 
‘times remain unmarried during their whole life, and 
yet there is no infanticide among them.”

ROYAL ASCOT, 

the fashionable race meeting of the season, opened 
on Tuesday, with as fair and brilliant p ts as ever, 
notwithstanding the March ehilliness of the weather. 
Their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, accompanied by his Imperial Highuess the 
Grand Duke Vludimir and attended by General Sir 
W. Knollys, Colonel Keppel, and suite, left town 
the preceding afternoon for Titness Park, there to 
remain for the week; and on Tuesday the Royal 
party proceeded in Ascot state to the racecourse, 
which is but a short drive from Titness Park. The 
demand for apartments has never been known to be 
зо urgent, and almost fabulous sums have been asked 
and obtained for the most modest accommodation at 
the cottages and villages adjacent to the course.

Indeed, with over a hundred thorough- 
breds on the spot, including most of our crack race- 
horses, the most exacting turfite could not fail to be 
satisfied with the pon Nearly every famous 
animal in training had some engagement during the 
meeting except Favonius, whom we should have

Those who 
have put their trust in the prophets this week—if 
there be any who do put faith in the contradictory 
prophecies of these sporting Zadkiels—may have as 
much cause to remember Ascot as the disconsolate 
bookmakers aforesaid have to bear in mind their 
Derby losses. The mania for betting, however, has 
surely reached its worst, leading us to hope that the 
infatuation for **plunging"' may cease to be so 
general, and that enjoyment of a fascinating pastime 
may soon be possible, without the sickening sur- 
roundings of rascality and welching which at present 
accompany horse-racing. 


THE HEROIC PLUNGE FROM LONDON 
BRIDGE, 
which should entitle J. B. Johnson to her Majesty’s 
highest reward for humanity, the Albert medal, is 
depicted on our front page. It was about one o'clock, 
on Friday, June 2, that this gallant rescue took place. 
The Heron, Woolwich steamer, was passing under 
London Bridge, and had proceeded about fifty yards 
on her course, when a middle-aged gentleman, who 
was sitting on the taffrail smoking a cigar, suddenly 
fell overboard, and was observed struggling in the 
water, his head being at times under and then only 
observed for a moment on the surface. The steamer 
was stopped and a lifebuoy.thrown out, but if he ob- 
served it he was too weak to reach it. At this moment 
а powerful-looking young man divested himself of his 
shoes, and, without takingoff his wideawake, mounted 
the parapet of the bridge and dived to the 
great depth below, and, soon rising to the sur- 
face, swam to the rescue of the drowning man, 
whom he caught by the collar of his coat and held 
thus until some boats came off to the assistance of 
both. The daring rapidity of this extraordinary act 
of heroism was greeted with immense cheering, and 
when they were conveyed to the Swan Hotel at the 
foot of the bridge crowds of people followed them, 


the enthusiasm for the gallant preserver of life know- 


ing nobounds. The police then ascertained that the 
gentleman who fell overboard was a Mr. Peters, who 
resides at the West- End, and was going to Woolwich 
on business; and the young man who so promptly 
saved him was the accomplished athlete who goes by 
the name of Iza, the trapeze performer, but whose 
real name is J. B. Johnson, of the Wellington Baths, 
Leeds, who came up to town to contend in the cham- 
pion swimming-match at Hendon the next day, and 
who was passing over the bridge at the time of the 
accident. It was some time before Mr. Peters could 
be made conscious that Johnson actually dived from 
the parapet to save him. He offered to amply com- 
pensate his rescuer, who declined to receive any 
reward. * 


LONDON SWIMMING CLUB. 
The annual féte of the London Swimming Club 
was held, on Saturday, af the Old Welzh Harp Lake, 


Hendon, The weather was by no means favourable 
for the occasion, several sharp showers falling during 
the afternoon, and the temperature of the atmo- 
Sphere being a great deal more like that of March 
than of June. Under these circumstances it is not 
surprising that the attendance of spectators was far 
from numerous The water was, however, as we 
were assured, comfortably warm. For our own part, 
we felt little disposed to experiment upon its condi- 
tion. The races were well contested, and the swim- 
ming was, upon the whole, of more than average 
merit. There was a good deal of wind, and, at ail 
events when the race for the championship came off, 
the lake was decidedly lumpy, and by no means 
favourable to the attainment of a high rate of speed. 

We have often alluded to the fact, and we are glad 
to see that the Daily News now recognises that the 
London Swimming Club, since its establishment in 
1859, has rendered valuable service in the promotion 
of a most useful and most necessary art. Itis not by 
any means а mere association of amateurs anxious to 
cultivate and proud to exhibit their strength, ability, 
and endurance. It is in some sense a great edu- 
cational institution, recognising the importance of 
instructing men in the means by which they may 
acquire as perfect safety in the water as upon land, 
and instructing them in methods by which, while 
enjoying a most wholesome and at the same time; 
luxurious form of exercise, they may acquire the 
means of rendering assistance to their more ignorant 
fellow-creatures in times of peril and distress, A 
very pertinent illustration of the value of the know- 
ledge of plunging and swimming was afforded by 
Mr. Johnson's noble rescue. 1% does not fall to the 
lot of everyone to perform an act of such genuine 
and effective gallantry as this; but it must be 
highly satisfactory to anyone to be able, if 
need should occur, to render assistance to & less 
accomplished fellow-creature, and certainly most ad- 
vantageous to all to understand so much of the proper 
use of their limbs in water as to enable them, should 
any accident precipitate them into what it is usual to 
call the **treacherous " element—although, when 
you know how to deal with it, it is quite as honest 
and secure as the earth, and far more во than the 
air—to provide for their own safety, or, at all events, 
to keep themselves afloat till extraneous assistance 
can come to their aid. It is, therefore, no small credit 
to the London Swimming Club that since its founda- 
tion—it now claims to be the leading swimming club 
in the world, and is consulted upon matters of organi- 
sation and management by similar assoc ations on the 
other side of the Atlantic— it has annually com- 
pletely taught 150, and partially instructed 200, per- 
sons how toswim. Many of the pupils have—at all 
events, during the period of their tuition—been 
members of the club, but a considerable portion have 
received their instruction gratuitously at the baths in 
Golden-lane; and were the situation of the training- 
water only a little more convenient, probably greater 
numbers would avail themselves of the liberal offers 
of the club. 

THE FIRST RACE 

contested on Saturday afternoon was a 100-yards 
handicap. There were about half a dozen starters, 
and. the prize was won by W. E. Robinson, of the 
Alliance Club, who had 15 secs. start; J. M‘Vicar, of 
the same club (20 secs.) being second; and J. B. 
Booth, of the Ilex (4 secs.) third. Between this and

THE BEST METHOD OF SAVING ANYONE FROM 
DROWNING. 

Mr. E. B. Burr, of the London Club, tumbled into 
the water, and remained for some moments (appa- 
rently) struggling and floundering about, when Mr. 
James Crichton, of the Humane Society of Scotland, 
plunged off the raft, approached him from behind, 
and, judiciously diving at the right moment to avoid 
the possible hug of the supposed drowning man, deftly 
seized him by the ears, as depicted in our Engraving, 
pulled him upon his back, and drew him steadily to 
shore. This performance was a very neat and appro- 
priate illustration of the ease and safety with which 
drowning persons may be rescued, and an equally 
valuable illustration of the importance of instruction 
in this matter. Many a good swimmer has lost his 
life in the attempt to save that of another simply 
from not knowing how to approach his object, or in 
what manner to handle him when he had taken hold. 
The method pursued by Mr. Crichton has these two 
advantages—that it protects the rescuer against the 
risk of any clasp or grapple on the part of the drown- 
ing man, and diminishes his labour by elevating as 
little as is necessary—the head ouly—of the rescued 
above the water. It is probable that there are few 
persons who could perform this salvage operation so 
quickly and cleverly as it was done by Mr. Crichton ; 
but, considering the frequency of accidents in boat- 
ing and bathing, his method seems to be deserving of 
study and practice by every swimmer. All the nine 
entered for the 

QUARTER-OF-A-MILE HANDICAP 
went—not to “the post," but—to the boat from 
which the start was to be made; and all for some 
distance swam rapidly and pi At the close, 
however, the race lay between J. B. Booth, of the 
Ilex, and Harry Moore, of the London Club (both 
starting from scratch), and W. E. Robinson, of the 
Alliance (50 see. start). About twenty or thirty 
yards from the winning point Moore was in front, 
with Robinson second; but Booth, coming with a 
БНА spurt, passed them both and landed—literally 

ipded—9 comparatively easy winner, There was

THE SWEET GRUB OF GRUBS. 
THE FRUIT CRO2 OF 1871 
has been in many districts thinned to a terrible 
extent by the ravages of the small grubs which 
always infest fruit-trees at this season of the year. 


‘It is not at all unusual, when cold east winds prevail 


for some time after the fruit-trees have flowered, to 
find them infested with various forms of ‘‘blight,’’ 
which not only destroy the crop, but so debilitate 
the trees that the summer is far gone ere they recover 
а healthy appearance. Though the knowledge of the 
fact is as old as the human race, it cannot be too 
often repeated that, as и rule, water is the most 
potent of all insecticides, and may be resorted to with 
advantage in the present criticul condition of the 
fruit crop. The fire-engine would be the best 
orchardist just pow, provided an abundant supply of 
water and a sufficiency of labour were. available to. 
ensure the trees a duily drenching. 
PLUMS AND PEARS 

require stopping at the third or fourth leaf, to induce 
the formation of bearing spurs. Morello cherries re- 
quire much the same training as peaches, as they 
bear principally on the young wood, though they will 
bear on the spurs; but the former is preferable. Ply 
the engine vigorously on the peach, nectarine, cherry, 
and plum, or they will soon get infested with green 
or black aphides and red spider. Where the points

PRINCE ALFRED AT PLYMOUTH. 


H.M.8. GALATEA 
is again presented to our readers upon her return to 
Plymouth from & cruise round the world, under the 
command of Captain the Duke of Edinburgh. The 
Galatea is a screw steam-frigate, of 26 guns, and of 
3200 tons burden. It is needless to say that she is 
one of the smartest ships in the service, and that her 
arrival in Plymouth Sound has caused quite an ex- 
citement in the pleasant South Devon port. Paying 
off the Galatea tars took place on board the vessel 


yesterday week, the Duke sitting beside the pay- 


master. By eleven o’clock the ceremony was at an 
end, and the whole of the officers and crew were then 

hotographed by а local photographer. Headed by 
fhe Duke's elephant, and by the band of the 18th 
(Royal Irish) Regiment, the crew then marched off 
to the Mechanics' Institute, where

had been Шола for them by the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. e hall was handsomely decorated with 
flags and evergreens, and with some clever and 
characteristic devices formed with swords and 
bayonets. Every officer of the ship was present, 
with the whole of the crew, numbering over 600; 
while Port Admiral Sir Henry Codrington and 
Admiral Houston Stewart were among the guests. 
The usual toasts were duly honoured, that of “Тһе 
health of the ship's company," proposed by his 
Royal Highness in frank and simple terms, eliciting 
tremendous applause. The Duke's health was twice 
proposed, once by the chief boatswain’s mate, Mr. 
Howell, and later on by a seaman, named Collier, 
whose taste for speech-making has procured him the 
nickname of the ** M.P.,’’ and on both occasions was 
most heartily responded to. The Prince recited 
some verses of his own composition in commemora- 
tion of the event. 

During the whole of the day the town wasin a state 
of excitement, and lage crowds collected round the 
railway station watching the arrival of the kits and 
sea-chests, and in front of the Duke of Cornwall 
Hotel, where a grand banquet, given by the officers 
of the ship to their captain, was to be held in the 
evening. Sufficient excitement was caused from time 
to time by the arrival, now of the Chinese boys іп 
attendance respectively on Lieutenants Fitz George 
and Lord Charles Beresford— unadulterated Celestials, 
not shaved and European clad, after the fashion of 
most of the visitors who nowadays come to us from 
the Flowery Land, but wearing their long tails, green 
silk jackets, and wide trousers, and quaint clumped 
shoes; now of *'Othello," as а shining black boy 
attached to the service of another of the officers has 
been named; and now of the elephant, which was 
presented to his Royal Highness in India. 

The Duke, who drove up to the hotel in a hansom 
cab, was received with loud cheering by the mob, 
and dinner was shortly afterwards served in the 
coffee-room, which, together with every room on the 
ground floor, had been placed at the disposal of the 
party. The entrance-lobby and corridors were 
covered with crimson cloth, and flags, wreaths of 
evergreens, and banks of flowering plants were dis- 
posed about with admirable taste. The dinner was 
reported to be exquisite, and the whole arrangements 
retiect the highest credit on Mrs. Budd, manager of 
the hotel, and her capital staff. The band of the 
18th (Royal Irish) was stationed on the Mezzanine 
floor, immediately above the dining-room, and during 
the evening played a capital selection of music ; while 
the Queen's Christy Minstrels satisfactorily proved 
that the absence of lamp-black, old wigs, and large 
Shirt-collars were» not detrimental to their vocal 
powers. The Duke's Highland piper also formed an 
important feature in the evening's entertainment. 
The company did not separate until a late hour, and 
the Duke returned to London by a special train at 
eight o'clock on Saturday morning. 

To Admiral Codrington, Admiral Stewart, and 
others the Duke has made a large number of hand- 
some presents; while to the commissioned and petty 
officers his Royal Highness has given his own collec- 
tion of presents and curiosities, received during the 
voyage, weighing several tons. 


THE DUKE'S FRESH COMMAND. 

The United Service Gazette is informed that the 
active services of his Royal Highness are not likely 
to cease with his having *'paid ой” her Majesty’s 
ship Galatea, but that the Royal Captain will shortly
